Minimum Living Wage.

Justioe Heydon, presideht of the Industrial arbitra-
tion court of New South Wales, recently defined what
he considered tha minimum Uving wage for heads of
tamilles in Australin. The declaion was the rasull
of an exhaustive inquiry into the vost of living In
Sydney, and fixed $12 a week as the minimum for un.
skilled labor. This sum I8 based on the existence
snd feeds of 4 family of two parents and two de-
pendent children. He found that the minimum gata
for rent h Eydoey was £ u week, miscallaneous ex-
penses, insluding fuel, Mght, clothing and inpurance,
was §0.80, while the remainder of the §12 was consumed
in food. In his'declsion the judge waa guided largely
by the now famous decialon of Justics Higgins, who
in the Amerioan Harvester case declded that §0.560
woekly was a “falr and ressonable’ standard to meet
the normal needs of the average cemploye, regarded
as & human being Hving in a clvilived country.

Opening Doors ef Opportanity,

Necessity is beginning to shalte the props which
have restrioted tha seloction of British army and
navy officera to the sons of the aristioracy.
